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Portsmouth, N. I I . , Thursday, July 16, 


Sensible and Practical. 


At last there comes news of something sensible and practi- 


cal in the way of affording relief lo the working people who 
were burned out of home and employment by the recent great 
lire in Salem, Mass. This is an effort on the part of Secretary 
Wilson of Ihe federal department of labor lo find employment 
for .these workers in the factories of New lingland and other 
states, and it is an effort that deserves the nearly .co-operation 
of the Massachusetts authorities and labor organizations. 


Secretary Wilson wants to know the number of Salem peo- 


ple who are out of work because of the lire, and the kind ol 
mill and shop work they have been doing, in order thai he may 
bring to the attention of manufacturers in other cities and 
slates a possible source of supply of skilled workers such as 
they are employing. To Ihis end he has called upon the 
Massachusetts State Board of Labor and Industry lo_ supply 
him with the needed information regarding conditions in 
Salem, and has sent to a large number of manufacturers in 
Massachusetts and other eastern slates a telegram setting 
forth the purposes of his department, a n d . i n v i t i n g their co- 
operation, 


This seems to us like a step in Ihe right direction. The es- 


tablishment of a summer camp and Ihe feeding of its occu- 
pants at the expense of the public and charitable individuals 
in the case of such a calamity as befell the Witch City is al 
right as a temporary measure', .but there should be no thought 
of allowing this to continue till the city is built up again. 


H is nonsense to suppose that all of the factory workers ol 


Salem will be able to slay there until the industries of the city 
are renewed. That is oifl of Ihe question. The thing for them 
to do is Iq scalier, lo go where their services are needed and 
where they can earn an honest living. 
If they prefer Salem as 


a place of residence they can relurn when the new mills and 
shops are ready for them,' hut for Ihe lime being Ihey should 
"gel a hustle on," seek employment elsewhere and lake "pol 
luck,"'wherever il niay be found and whatever il may be. 


It is lime that the great summer camp al Salem should begin 


gradually to dissolve. And Ihe ell'ojls of Secretary Wilson of 
the department of labor are clearly in Ihe right direction. 
The 


Massachusetts Board of Labor and Industry should immedi- 
ately falHnlo line, and Ihe call lor charily should cease in the 
immediate future.
